flood victims in Kansas and Mis- 
souri. 


Rescue parties found that 
ten 


persons perished in a tornado that 
jumped about the Oklahoma-Texas 
border 
Tuesday. 
Two women 


were killed by a storm near Gran- 
ger, Texas. The little town of 
Arthur City, Texas was virtually 
destroyed by a twister that claim- 
ed one life and sent a dozen to a 
hospital at Paris, Texas.

Madison— (A>) —The state senate 


soon will consider a bill intended to as 
sist in the education of crippled chil 
drcn. 


It has> the approval and is being ad 


vocatcd by the Wisconsin Association 
for the Disabled. 


Tho bill amends the present slatu 


tory provisions for day classes for the 
deaf and blind to include state aid for 
education of the physically handicap^ 
ped child. Districts establishing spe- 
cial classes for such children will be 
reimbursed, if the measure is approved 
up to $300 a year maximum per crip- 
pled child. 


This aid will cover the cost of trans 


portation, special seating arangements 
and supervision of their muscle train< 
ing which is so important for the in- 
fantile paraljsis cases. 


For those children who attend these 


classes from other districts, the local 
distiict will receive a maximum of 
$450.000 a year per child. 


For crippled children in rural dis- 


tricts and' small towns this provision 
will hold foith a chance for physical 
rehabilitation and an education which 
they otherwise could never have, the 
Association believes. 


For those crippled children living in 


ruial districts and small towns where 
the number is too few to warrant the 
forming of a special class and who 
need no supervision of their medical 
care, provision is made for transporta- 
tion costs of those children to their 
local district school, provided 
they 


need such transportation. 


With such provision for the educa- 


tion of Wisconsin crippled children "a 
new world will be opened to them," 
Miss Margaret Lison, executive secre 
:aiy of the Association said today. "It 
w ill enable them to lead a normal life 
and give them some of the privileges 
and advantages accorded our normal 
children. It is a curious fact that 
most crippled children accept their 
•>hjsical disability with a. fatalistic at- 
;itude and do not complain. ,,They do 
not accept however, the fact that they 
"ire not receding all the educational 
advantages which normal children are 
receiving.

o these handicapped children that we 
are sincere in our efforts to better 
their condition."

Branch of the Pike, and the upper wa- 
ters of the Wausaukec, which at one 
point approaches to within a quarter 
of a mile of the Little Pike, aio good 
streams for May fishing.

AN ADMISSION OF CROOKED*NESS, 


Counsel for the government Thursday 


asked the court in Washington for a 
postponement of the Fall-Sinclair 
trial 


until next fall. This is an additional six- 
months delay on top of the 39 months 
that have already elapsed since the in- 
dictment was returned June 30, 1924. The 
government is forced to take this step be- 
cause of its inability to get hold of two 
important-witnesses. 
These witnesses 


are-James E. O'Neil and H. M. Blackmer. 
The former was the president of the Prai- 
rie Oil & Gas-company and the latter 
chairman of,the board of the Mid-West 
Refining^company. Both of these gentle- 
men in January, 1924. suddenly fled to 
Europe following disclosure of the Con- 
tinental Trading company deal, out of 
which the government charged Fall re- 
ceived $230,000. They were wanted by the 
government in the Cheyenne trial for re- 
covery of Teapot Domejn 1925. They re- 
fused to return and have^een in Europe 
or some other part of the world ever 
since. 
•* 


In 1926 congress adopted the Walsh 


act, empowering courts to summon 
Americans home from foreign lands 
through the agency of American consuls, 
to which was attached a penalty clause 
providing for property confiscation up to 
a maximum estimated value of $100,000 
for failure to observe the summons.'Since 
this act was passed," American consuls 
have been unable to lay their hands on 
the missing witnesses. .. , , 


The inference is warranted that these 


two men are staying out of reach of 
/American courts because they are being 
paid or told to do so by their former oil 
associates. At any rate, none of the offi- 
cials of the companies with which they 
were connected have ever publicly rebuk- 
ed them for skipping and hiding, nor has 
Mr. Fall or Sinclair asked to hare them 
return. Their flight, coupled with the con- 
"nivance or approval of their wealthy oil 
confreres, is an admission in itself of 
crookedness and criminal acts. It is about 
as good evidence as the public would 
want that the governments prosecutions 
are well founded, even outside the estab- 
lished bribery of Fall by both 
Sinclair 


and Doheny. However, the government 
can afford to wait and keep these cases 
alive. One day it will get hold of the 
fugitives, and when it does it may be able 
to land a number of hitherto respected 
oil magnates in jail. 


THAT CANCELLATION PLEA 
Americans who plead for our cancel- 


lation of foreign debts should, as a pre- 
liminary, disclose to their listeners 
the 


exact total of their own investments in 
foreign securities. It is all very well to 
talk in flowery language of the proposi- 
tion to forgive European debts as a splen- 
did sociological, humanitarian demonstra- 
tion of good will to our sister nations 
abroad, but debts are .debts and should 
be paid if the debtor nation is to preserve 
its self-respect. If the people who owe 
us do not pay these debts, then there is no 
other way out but for the American tax- 
payer to assume them. This is wfiat can- 
cellation boils down to. 
The United 


States of America is not some nebulous 
concept. It is a concrete machine, of 
which each taxpayer is a component part 


Over 
$21,000,000.000 
of American 


money, government and private, is now 
invested in Europe. The debt cancella- 
tion talk, it will be noticed, originates 
largely with the American citizens who 
have bought foreign securities and thus 
back of their apparently unselfish pro- 
gram is the selfish desire to save their 
own. They figure that if the American 
government cancels European debts the 
security of their own investments in 
Europe will increase as well as the book 
value. 


For that reason it is but right that 


those propagandists advise ««. of the tolal 
of their foreign jnvcstrngntSg that vvc may 
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judge for ourselves whether jthey are try- 
ing to advocate a course that will serve to 
benefit the nation and the world, or 
whether the excitement over cancellation 
is not caused by the chance, of personal 
loss. If it is the latter, then their picas for 
cancellation will count little. 


SAFETY CONFERENCES 


Two major safety congresses held in 


one week, one in Kansas City, Mo., and 
the other in Pittsburgh, Pa., serve to call 
our attention to the efforts being made by 
interested people throughout the country 
for greater safety measures in our mod- 
ern life. At Kansas City eighteen local, 
state and national associations prepared a 
program which covered the prevention of 
accidents on the streets and highways, in 
other public places, at home and through- 
out industry, while ten organizations,, 
combined for the Pittsburgh exposition 
and convention. The newest types of 
safety devices were exhibited at 
both 


conferences. 
. .These meetings and the interchange of 
ideas resulting from them are of immea- 
surable benefit to the cause of 
safety. 


They serve not only to inform those who 
compose the conferences, but the public- 
it}' obtained by the sessions serves to 
bring home to the average 
newspaper 


deader that something is being done to 
offset the large accident toll of our mod- 
ern life. 


This arousing of public interest is the 


most important factor in safety work and 
it would seem that the biggest problem 
confronting safety engineers is that of 
making safety a virile topic, and active 
force, rather than a merely defensive 
measure. The public should be shown 
that it is necessary to go out and attack 
this danger actively, and not sit passively 
by, hoping that disaster will not visit in 
' the immediate locality of the sitter. ' 


We are surrounded on all sides by 


danger, much of which is possible 
to 


avert if the public can be made to follow 
the simple rules of conduct that have 
been devised by safety experts. 
Let us 


have safety conferences, plenty of them, 
so that public sentiment for safety can be 
aroused. 


NATIONAL FORESTS 


A chain of national forests, approxi- 


mately three million acres in area, has 
been, created in the east by the federal 
government within the last sixteen years 
and the progress which has been achieved 
in building up"these forests, most of 
which are situated along the Appalachian 
mountains from 
New Hampshire to 


Georgia, is not generally realized. 


Unlike the west, where the public do- 


main provided a vast area of forest land 
'from which to create national forests, the 
east had practically no publicly owned 
lands and it was.necessary for the gov- 
ernment to buy land direct for the nation- 
al forests. The enactment in 1911 of the 
Weeks law, sponsored by the late John 
W. Weeks, was the second great step in 
the conservation of America's forests and 
enabled the government to extend its 
system of national forests into the east, 
where they were so sorely needed. Since 
the passage of that law nearly three mil- 
lion acres of forest land, principally in the 
White and Appalachian mountains, have 
been acquired and put under the admin- 
istration of the forest service. 


The Weeks law, however, was inade- 


quate, for it only permitted the purchase 
of forest lands that were useful in pro- 
tecting the headwaters of navigable 
streams. A later law, the Clark-McNary 
act, in 1924 removed this limitation and 
the acquisition program now looks for- 
ward to extensive purchases in the Lake 
states, the southern pine regions and in 
other sections. 


With the protection from fire and with 


proper methods of timber cutting and re- 
forestation these 
national forests are 


steadily increasing in value as a public 
investment. They represent a conserva- 
tion of public resources of great impor- 
tance.

Till; DIAGNOSIS OF SLEEP 


In_^natural sleep the breathing is somewhat slow- 


er a'nd deeper than in the waking: state, and the 
costal breathing: (elevation of tho chest) predomi- 
nates over diaphragmatic (abdominal breathing) 
The breathinsr Is not so rcsoilar as in tho waking 
state, but becomes somewhat periodic in character, 
with Increasing and decieasinjj waves, though tills 
does not amount to tho striking periodic breathing: 
which doctors call Choyne-Stokes breathing and 
which occurs in numerous Illnesses. The expiration 
(outgoing breath) In sleep Is usually a little shorter 
and more audible than in waking hours. But there 
is no actual puff in normal or natural sleep. 


During the natural sleep the kncejerk is absent or 


very faint. This Is tho kick that occurs automat- 
ically when the patellar tendon just below the knee- 
cap is struck a sharp blow while the knee, is fle\ed. 
It Is a simple reflex action, and its absence in sleep 
indicates that the reflexes in the body are in abey- 
ance, though not entirely off guard, for if you ir- 
ritate or pinch the foot or hand of a sleeping per- 
son the foot or hand is withdrawn automatically 
even though the person does not awaken. 


In sleep the eyeball"? roll upward and outward. 


The pupils contract. Thus when sleep comes we 
draw the shades and close the shutters. Whether it 
helps to focus ones attention on these preparations 
for sleep one can best decide by trying it. 


Certain 
constant secretions diminish^m sleep— 


especially the tears, the urine, and the mucus of 
the nasal and throat lining. Diminution of tears 
evplalns the dryness of the eyes that often hetn-os 
sleepiness. Every one knows that m sleep the an- 
noying flow of mucus secretion from the nose or 
throut lessens when this is excessive, as during a 
corjza or pharjnsritis. 


The pulse rate is slower, the blood pressure is 


lower, the volume of the brain diminishes (probably 
less blood in it) and the volume of the, arm and leg 
increases (probably more blood in the surface ves- 
sels). 


In natural sleep the blood vessels of the arm di- 


late until from one to t\vo hours,—the deepest sleep 
is usually one or two hours after the beginning of 
the 
sleep—and then the _ arm. remains about the 


same \olume until "shortly before waking, when it 
begins to diminish in size, probably from contrac- 
tion of the dilated blood vessels. People with ab- 
normalities of the circulation often notice this ten- 
dency toward swelling during sleep. 


The sleep induced by suggestion—hypnotic sleep— 


is unhke natural sleep in this important respect, 
for the indi\idual under hypnosis shows'rather a 
pallor of the body and a contraction of the surface 
blood vessels. 
In 
natural sleep the surface is 


rather flushed, pink. -warm. 


Narcotic drugs induce rather an unnatural un- 


consciousness than true sleep. "We will consider 
their effects in another talk. 


3Ce\t it is necessary to distinguish " coma from 


normal sleep. Coma-is a state of insensibility caused 
by disease, injury or poison, and important enough 
to deserve a special discussion in this s>mposmm 
on sleep. I set out with the idea of makm? this 
a monograph, but readers have already contributed 
excellent suRRestions, so we'll call it a symposium 
from now on.

April," came to me in a batch of 
book's several of them by well known 
writers, Whom I dipped into it I had 
not the least expectation of embark— 
ins on that greatest of all adventures, 
the discovery of a new literary artist 
of genuine power. It proved to be a 
book so far above the works of the 
well known, writers in the batch that 
I feel a little the way- Keats did 
when he first looked into Chapman's 
Homer. Unfortunately I cannot write 
a deathless sonnet about my experi- 
ence. 


"Black April" is a story of negroes. 


There is not a white person in the 
book. And what is far more import- 
ant, white psychology . not allowed 
to intrude Into the story. More im- 
portant even than that perhaps the 
reader soon loses consciousness of the 
fact that it is a story about the ne- 
groes. That is it is not a story of ne- 
gro life set off against white life. The 
characters in the book are net treat- 
ed as members of a race but as hu- 
man beings. They are as unselfconsci- 
ous about their color as if there were 
no other color on earth. 


A few jears ago in a magazine 


article under the title "Wanted —a 
JCegro JCovellst" I suggested that a 
great need in American literature of 
our time was a genuine novelist of 
the negro who could portray the ne- 
gro from within who could replace 
with real negroes the burned clerk 
minstrel figures of Octavus Roy Co- 
han Irvin S. Cobb and other inter- 
preters of the negro fror/ the white 
point of view. 


The ink was hardly dry on that art- 


icle when T. S. Strlbling a white 
man practically gave the lie to my 
thesis by publishing a novel of negro 
life that did what I had believed no 
white man. could do. A year or so la- 
ter Du Bose Hcyward another white 
man did :hc same thing still more 
brilliantly in "Porgy" and now Julia 
has topped them a llwith 
"Black 


April." I have no means -of knowing 
however whether Julia Pcterkin Is 
white or black; I merely assume she 
is white. 


The importance of the book lies In 


part in tho fact that it belongs to a 
new school of writing about the negro 
that has developed within the last 
two or three years. Until then the ne- 
gro was invariably a comic opera fig- 
ure portrayed by white writers with 
condescension. A negro love affair 
•was looked upon as inherently funnv 
because it looked funny from the out- 
side to an. alien race. But all love af- 


of .our own color only because we in- 
stinctively feel they might happen to 
us — we live them vicariously. But 
white people cannot do that in_ regard 
o the love affairs of negroes'and so 
he comedy of them is all they can 
see. 


In "Black April" as in all the other 


>ooks of the new school the Inherent 
ragedy of all-human life is restored 
.o its rightful place in the portrayal 
of negro life. Blasted love between 
a man and a woman is not to be 
snickered over merely because skins 
happen to be black. Wrecked ambi- 
ions are pitiful evenjwhen they -seem 
rivial from our_polnt of view. Life 
s life a mixture of comedj and trag- 
edy. 


Dominating the story is a kind of 


>lack superman called "Black April." 


is a genuine negro 
with negro 


psychology but he is a man of tre- 
mendous force mental and 
physical. 


He is as completely pagan as if he 
ruled a tribe in the heart of Africa 
where a white man had never been 
seen. He is win. to the tSreat figures 
of history who have transcended the 
conventions, and the tragedy_ of his 
Inal defeat has the quality "of the 
tragedy of the defeat of a Lear or a 
Macbeth. 


The closing touch, only a sentence 


or two, has a tragic force that could 
hardly be surpassed. Black April was 
a man iix feet four and proud of his 
size and strength. Gangrene rots off 


legs but his dominating^spirit re- 


fuses to be downed. His final flicker 
of ambition is not concerned with the 
Future life but with a pagan longing 
for a casket of the length it would 
have been of his legs had never been 
amputated!

the building and setting of hand rails, 
removal of piers of the old bridge, in- 
stallation of electrical safety devices; 
and pavement of intersections on the 
bridge. " The total amount due Wor- j 
den-Allen is $6.458.96. Of this amount j 
5,000 is to be paid immediately and the 
remainder at the next meeting. The 
Joseph McCarty Construction. Co. of 
this city will complete the bridge. 


Chief among those taking part in 


the discussion were C. E. Raught, 
mayor when the bridge was built. J. 
Kinnzella, vice-president of the Wor-! 
den-Allen Co., John Coppes. and Jo- 
seph Lefevre, city attorney. 


TWO MAJOR QUESTIONS 


The "discussion opened with'Attor- 


ney Lefevre explaining the matter to 
new members of th'e council. Mr. Cop- 
pes' written protest accepting ' the 
bridge was read followed "by the at- 
torney's answer. Mr. Lefevre told the 
' council could contest and they wanted 


to collect S20 a day liquidated damages 
and $10 a day engineering fees. The 
attorney made it clear that the coun- 
cil members could not be held per- 
sonally for their action. 


Mr. Kinnzella, in speaking of the 


present pavement on the bridge which 
is cracking, said he read a letter to 
effect that a. representative of the firm 
•would be in the city in a few days to 
look over the concrete and repairs will 
be made by the company. 


Mr. Coppes cited the poor paint job 


on the bridge as one reason why the 
city should not pay the Worden-Allen 
people more money. He said

"It is incomplete," Mr. Coppe said, 
"and'to accept it would practically re-
